Electricity tor Insect Blttta. 


Electricity, the inscrutable agent 


which has done so much toward curing 
ills and ailments, bobs up now, as a 
practical remedy for insect bites and 
stings. It is used in the shape of a gal- 
vanic current The positive pole of a 
battery is attached to an unaffected 
part of the body, say the neck or chest, 
by means of a wide electrode. The nega- 
tive pole is attached to the injured spot 
by a button-shaped electrode A strong 
current is sent through the wound for 
two or three minutes The wnsatlon in 
the point of contact while the current 
is passing through is one of intense 
burning. This, however, subsides at 
once. If the current is applied Imme 
diately after the sting inflammation ia 
prevented absolutely. In cases where 
delay has been occasioned the current 
ttllajs the inflammation and stops th« 
distressing inclination to scratch the 
wound. The remarkable feature of the 
innovation is that the current will not 
work a cure if the poles are reversed. 
A physician in Wiesbaden is the dis- 
coverer of this faculty of electricity.

valued the cost at 1100,000 a year. 
The Government gave him $60,000 a 
•year as a mail subsidy, aad 5000 
acres of land in fe» simple for every 
mile of m»in or branch line operated 
by him for a period of ten years.

ministration of justice, monetary and 
social. The Commissioners were not 
equal to the occasion and resigned in 
a body. So member* of tbe commua- 
ity would take tbeir place, and there 
was ao law, no justice. UemSers 
earned money outside the community 
and oa their return the members still 
faithful to the tenet* of Bellamy de- 
manded that a division be made of 
the spoils earned outside.
